WASHINGTON — President Eis- 
enhower probably will be hunting 
quail in the piney woods of south 
Georgia by mid-afternoon Wed- 
nesday. 


The White House said Tuesday 
that the President will take off 
around 11:30 a.m. Wednesday 
from Washington’s National Air- 
port on a flight to Thomasville 
for a holiday of about five days. 


Eisenhower will land at Spence 
Air Force Base near Moultrie. He 
will be the guest of former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey at Milestone Planta- 
tion, near Thomasville.

(The statements indicated that 
Russia took advantage of the 
Anglo-American nuclear test sus- 
pension last fall to continue its 
own tests and develop newer 
weapons. ) 


Kurchatov said Russia has 

“even more reliable, more per- 
fect, more compact and cheaper 
types of thermo - nuclear weap- 
ons.” 
Malinovsky said that to carry 
these weapons, Russia has inter- 
continental missiles which “‘can- 
not be stopped by any means of 
anti-aircraft defense and can car- 
ry their hydrogen charges to any 
point on earth—to the very point, 
for they are very accurate.” 


The defense minister said the 
Red armed forces now are 
equipped with ‘‘a whole series of 
intercontinental, continental and 
other rockets of long, medium and 
short range.” 

“If war is imposed on the §o- 
viet Union the rocket weapons will 


constitute the fighting force capa- 
ble of accomplishing the most im- 
portant tasks in the air, on land 
and sea,”’ he said. 


He implied that Soviet rockets 
could outshoot the United States’ 
rockets.

Vincent Astor Dies at 67; 
Head of Fabled Family 


NEW YORK (#—Vincent Astor, 67, head of his family in this 
country and one of the nation's richest landlords, died Tuesday. He 
had just recovered from another illness when a heart attack struck 
him. 


Astor’s real estate holdings in 
New York alone were valued at 
more than 40 million dollars. He 
also owned property from coast 
to coast. 


INHERITS FOR 


Astor’s multimillion dollar for- 
tune came down to him through 
four generations. His great, great 
grandfather, John Jacob Astor, a 
German butcher’s son, came to 
this country in 1784 with $2.94 in 
his pocket. On this slender base, 
he accumulated a fortune as a 
fur trader and invested it in real 
estate. 


Vincent Astor inherited 75 mil- 
lion dollars at the age of 20 from 
his father, also named John Jacob 
Astor, who went down in the sink- 
ing of the Titanic in 1912. The 
bequest made the son in his day 
“the richest boy in the world.” 


WIFE SURVIVES 

Despite three marriages, Vin- 
cent Astor died childless. Much 
of his fortune is expected to go 
to a foundation he set up for the 
alleviation of human suffering. 


Astor is survived by his third 
wife, the former Mrs. Brooke 


a former commandant of the U.S. 


Marine Corps. It was her third 
marriage also. 


Astor’s mother, Lady Ribbles- 
dale, died last June 10 at the age 
of 88. She was John Jacob Astor’s 
first wife. Vincent Astor has a 
half-brother, John Jacob Astor 
3rd, born to the father’s second 
wife, 


William Vincent Astor — he 
dropped the first name early in 
life—was born in the Astor man- 
sion at 34th street and Fifth 
avenue. It was there that , the 
capacity of his grandmother’s 
ballroom in the Gay Nineties gave 
rise to the term that distinguishes 
the elite of society. The room 
held 400 guests—and those bid to 
her functions were tagged ‘“‘the 
400.”’ 


The Astor mansion later gave 
way to the original Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel which Vincent As- 
tor owned for a time, It is now 
the site of the Empire State 
Building. 


Astor’s education at Harvard 
was cut short by his father’s 
death. The boy left college to

Ambassador, presumably received 
a full briefing on the discussion 
at a talk with Kroll this morning. 


The traditional Soviet view has 
been that the unification of Ger- 
many could be negotiated only by 
the two existing governments 
without interference by the Big 
Four. The Russians have also 
maintained that the West’s de- 
mand for free elections was 
nothing but a trick designed to 
“swallow up” the East German 
Communists and to incorporate a 
united Germany into the Atlantic 
alliance, 


SOVIETS EXPRESS INTEREST 


Soviet leaders have expressed 
great interest in Secretary of 
State Dulles’ recent comment that 
free elections were not the only 
way to united Germany. In an 
obvious effort to demonstrate So- 
viet malleability on the subject, 
Khrushchev, in his speech to the 
Communist Party last Tuesday 
remarked that he was not op- 
posed to free elections. 


The speech was especially se- 
vere on Chancellor Adenauer, but 
it included this paragraph: 


“Western propaganda loudly ac- 
cuses the Soviet Union of opposing 
German unification by free elec- 
tions. We have. never objected to 
free elections. But again the issue 
must be settled ‘by the Germans 
themselves. We want all ques- 
tions pertaining to German re- 
unification to be solved by nego- 
tiations between the two German 
states and not the way Adenauer 
wants it—through pressure by 
foreign. powers, through their in- 
terference in the domestic affairs 
of the German people and by 
swallowing up the German Demo- 
cratic Republic” (East Germany). 


REITERATES STAND 


Khrushchev reiterated Moscow’s 
support of a plan to “‘confederate’’ 
the two Germanys as a start 
toward complete reunification. 


It is not known whether Khrush- 
chev went any further Monday. 
It is thought here that he wanted 
to outline Soviet views before the 
Germans, British and French be- 
gan their talks with Secretary of 
State Dulles, who flew to London 
today.

ARGUED DIVORCE 


Killed Wife 
In Scuffle, 
Says Mate 


SILAS, Ala. (®—A wealthy tim- 
berman told officers Tuesday he 
accidentally killed his wife last 
week during a bitter argument 
over a divorce. Her bullet-pierced 
body was found early Tuesday in 
an abandoned well where it had 
been buried three days beneath 12 
feet of dirt. 


Sheriff Connie Littlepage said 
the husband, John L. McPhearson, 
38, pointed out the spot. McPhear- 
son was charged with murder. 
Medical examiners said Mrs. Mc- 
Phearson died of a .22 caliber rifle 
bullet -wound. 


Both McPhearson and his pretty 
35-year-old wife, Irma Lee, were 
members of prominent rural 
southwest Alabama families. His 
brother, Richard McPhearson, is 
probate judge of Choctaw County. 


The couple had been married 14 
years. They had four children, 
Jane, 13; Joan, 10, and 3-year-old 
twin boys, Jimmy and Johnny. 


Littlepage said McPhearson gave 
this account in an oral state 
ment: 


The timberman went to an iso- 
lated area about seven miles 
northwest of Silds Thursday morn- 
ing to look over some land which 
he planned to clear and plant in 
pine trees. The brunette Mrs. 
McPhearson accompanied him. 


Alone in the woods, they began 
arguing over terms of a divorce, 
which both had been considering. 


“He said they were standing 
beside the car when she pulled 
the rifle out from under the seat 
and threw it at him,” Littlepage 
said. ‘“‘He said he‘ grabbed the 
rifle, they scuffled a bit and 
somehow the gun went off cana 
her side.” 


Littlepage said McPhearson told 
him he became panic stricken and 
fled. He told officers he returned 
Friday, about 24 hours after the 
slaying, and dumped the body 
into an abandoned well. He then 
used a bulldozer to push dirt into 
the 12-foot well. 


The first word he received, the 
sheriff said, was when McPhear- 
son called his brother, the probate 
judge, in nearby Butler Monday

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State’s Shaking Out 
Corrosive Dry Rot 


It is still too early to predict just 
What will be the condition of state fi- 
flances during the months just ahead, but 
determined economy moves, tightened ad- 
ministrative procedures and improved tax 
collection methods are highly encouraging. 


Tax collections offer the best hope to 
meet already programmed expansions in 
education, highways and similar essen- 
tials: Rep. Frank Twitty: quoted Revenue 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford yesterday as 
saying that enforcement of existing state 
revenue laws “without favor’ could pro- 
duce an additional 25 million dollars from 
sales taxes alone. 

While Mr. Oxford’s figures are merely 
an estimate—some say on the conserva- 
tive side—25 million dollars would make 
a considerable dent in the anticipated 
gap, between revenue and expenditures, 


Gov. Vandiver has said that the first 
six months of his administration will be 
in the nature of a “receivership.” At 
least that much time will be needed to 
bring some order out of administrative 
and fiscal chaos. But the signs are prom- 
ising that the state can hold the line for 
the time being without additional taxes. 


Georgia’s tax load and state spending 
actually have risen more rapidly in the 
past few years than in most states. We can 
afford to take stock and try to find econo- 
mies and to effect efficiency. But many 
states throughout the land face financial 
crises. 

Gov.. Rockefeller’s first budget mes- 
gage to the New York Legislature Monday 
called for record expenditures of more 
than two billion dollars—an increase of 
240 million dollars over the previous year. 
He begins his administration as Repub- 
lican governor by calling for tax in- 
creases of 277 millions. 

In the last four’ years in New York 
state, expenditures have increased about 
50 per cent while state income has risen 
only 33 per cent. This spending hike was 
under a Democratic governor and a Re- 
publican Legislature. Gov. Rockefeller 
proposes to end deficit spending for a 
“pay-as-you-go” program as nearly as 
he can. 

It is interesting to note that of New 
York’s huge budget, almost one third goes 
to education compared to more than half 
of Georgia’s. New York City will get 19 
millions in additional state aid for mu- 
nicipal purposes. Much of the increase is 
made necessary by past legislative actions 
in funds obligations. 

One thing is certain. Bills for serv- 
ices demanded by the people must be paid 
by somebody. The Vandiver administra- 
tion and the General Assembly are right 


to take a look at all programs and to. 


shake the dry rot and corruption out of 
them.

Virginia Shows the Way 


To Peaceful Transition 


As Virginia went into its second day 
of limited integration of schools—21 
Negro children in'seven white schools in 
Norfolk and Arlington County—those who 
condemn Gov, J. Lindsay Almond Jr. 
should not forget that he acted not only 
as a result of a federal court decision but 
that of the state’s supreme court as well, 

Faced with such a dilemma, the gov- 


ernor had no choice. It was beyond his, 
'™eans or authority to defy both the 


courts of his state and that of the fed- 
eral government as well. 

Admitting these facts before the Vir- 
ginia Assembly, Gov. Almond in the tone 
of a man harassed beyond endurance in 
the struggle between state and federal 
law declared the end to massive resistance 
had arrived. He thus would use “every 
available and proper means at my com- 
mand to keep the peace and good order 
of the commonwealth.” | 

For those who cannot or will not 
tolerate public education on a racially in- 
tegrated basis, the governor said the 
means for providing such public educa- 
tion would be sought. This envisions at 
least a partial transition from public to 
private education. The way developments 
have been handled has brought credit to 
the whole state. 

Discussing other means of avoiding 
action of state and federal courts, such as 
pupil placement, Gov. Almond declared: 
“That which the state itself is powerless 
to do, it cannot confer on an administra- 
tive agency.” 

So Virginia is attempting to adjust to 
‘a trying situation with patience and re- 
straint. In choosing to keep open the doors 
of the schools while trying to find means 
to satisfy all citizens Gov. Almond has 
chosen the alternative to no _ public 
schools in that state. 

Other Southern states with similar 
problems still to be faced can learn much 
from the Virginia experience. As diffi- 
cult as adjustments are bound to be, 
closed schools will not be accepted as the 
final answer.

Auto Title Bill Merits 
Passage Without Delay 


Next to the buying of a home, the 
largest single purchase made by the 
average Georgian is his automobile. . 

Yet, one of the most obvious short- 
comings in state law is its failure to pro- 
tect auto owners from the thieves and 
sharpies who have found Georgia to be 
an extremely fertile field for the stolen 
car racket. 

Grand juries, law enforcement offi- 
cers and others familiar with the prob- 
lem long have urged enactment of a 
comprehensive auto title law such as 
that which Fulton County Rep. Muggsy 
Smith introduced Monday in the House. 

It places auto registrations under 
jurisdiction of the revenue commissioner. 
Safeguards are provided to determine the 
legality of applications and to prevent 
fictitious claims of ownership. The meas- 
ure furnishes protection to legitimate 
owners and a deterrent to crooks. 

The rising rate of auto thefts points 
to the urgent need for~passage of Rep. 
Smith’s bill at the current session of the 
General Assembly. Experience shows 
Just how costly delay can be.

World Trade Declines 
In Southeast’s Ports 


The story of trade in the Southeast 
for 1958 was not too encouraging, accord- 
ing to figures. released by the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce.. :

or not should at least be honest 
enough to listen to. 
I reminded him that since the 


repeal of the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, years ago, crimes relating 
to drinking have increased more 
than 28qper cent and that, accord- 
ing to ‘The Survey Bulletin,”’ in- 
sanity attributable to alcohol has 
increased three times more than 


that of other mental disease cases. - 


I showed that alcoholism has 
increased from 2,808 per 100,000 
adult Americans to 4,718 in 1956. 
I indicated among other things 
that, according to the same sta- 
tistical source, $181,900,000,000 
has been spent by the Amer- 
ican public on alcoholic bever- 
ages since repeal. This is twice 
the amount of money spent on 
all of our schools. I added that 
among the five leading religions 
in the world, only ours does not 
make mandatory stipulations 
against the use of alcohol. 


If you were talking with a rea- 
sonable young man regarding 
whether he should drink or 
would you feel the need to say 
more? I have so great an ad- 
miration in the reasonableness of 
young people that I believe with 
such information before them 
they will make right decisions. 
The tragedy is that so many of 
our younger and older persons 
do not first stop to think.

Women, Legislator Says

“T don’t think the Assembly 
will pass a new tax bill this 
year. They might offer one 
next year. But since next year 
is an election year, 
think they would go along with 
it even then. The people in my 
section have had enough taxes. 
And the other legislators feel 
the same way.” 


Rep. Scoggins emphasized the 
importance of Spending the 
money the state now collects 
most efficiently. He added that 
93. cents of every tax dollar is 
already spent before it reaches 
the state treasury—for authority 
rentals ‘a means of issuing 
bonds), health and welfare de-

partment matching funds and 
departments of the state gov- 
ernment with fixed demands. 


Rep. Scoggins, who has served 
on the appropriations commit- 
tee of the House for the past 12 
years, is presently vice presi-

Assembly on state spending. 


This detailed report, which in- 
cluded extensive research into 
possible law revisions for ap- 
propriation of state monies, also 
had specific recommendations 
to make for various areas of 
state government in order to 
operate more efficiently.

hastily than passing 1 new legis- 
lation.” 


Chief concern of the report 
was a study of law revisions in 
preparation for a new appropri- 
ation bill. The study includes 
an outline of the present budget 
procedure, constitutional and 
statutory provisions, commit- 
ments of state funds and a study 
of what other states are doing. 


The report recommends 
among other things a perma- 
nent staff agency to assist with 
fiscal planning in’ budgeting, 
accounting, purchasing and 
property management and or- 
ganization and methods im- 
provement. 


“The state government last 
year spent $4.5 million dollars 
for traveling expenses alone,” 
blasted Rep. Scoggins. “This is 
at least enough to send every 
state employe around the 
world.” 


Specific suggestions to curtail 
travel expenses by some $1,500,- 
000 included such items as lim- 
iting the number of employes at- 
tending conferences and semi- 
nars, and limiting visits from 
education district supervisors to 
the schools. 


EDUCATORS AGREE 


“And a number of educators 
have agreed with me, in private, 
of course,” added Rep. Scog- 
gins, “that they could get along 
quite well without all these 
visits. ; 


“We found that the State Pa- 
trol had twice as many cars as 
they had uniformed patrolmen 
while the law requires two pa- 
trolmen in a car on duty,” said 
Rep. Scoggins. “‘When we point- 
ed. this out to the State Patrol 
office, they immediately got rid 
of the unneeded cars.” 


The main accomplishment of 
the report, Rep. Scoggins felt, 
was getting the legislators more 
concerned about state spending. 
“Legislators have been apa- 
thetic in the past as to where 
the money was coming from and 
where it was going. This report 
has acquainted 100 legislators 
with an appropriation bill, legis- 
lators who have never seen one 
before. And it has made them 


“This change would not allow 
a governor to spend the state’s 
surplus in a few months’ time, 
in the event a surplus is ever 
accumulated again. I think it 
will pass as the governor him- 
self is in favor of it.” 


SIGNIFICANT CHANGE 


He also disclaimed any con- 
nection with the report made to 
give legislators a raise. 


“It was not my appr tion 
committee (the House) or the 
joint committee. As best I can 
remember, a special committee 
was set up last year to study 
the salaries.”

The loser-on-loser play is part 
of the standard technique of any 
good declarer. However, the sub- 
stitution of one loser for another 
is a device frequently overlooked 
by even the better dummy play- 
ers. Declarer’s establishment of 
his suit in today’s hand could have 
been facilitated had he been alert 
enough to trade one of his dia- 
mond losers for a heart loser. 


The bidding proceeded smooth- 
ly. North’s two club rebid is prop- 
er on this minimum holding. After 
South showed his second suit 
North gave a preference for 
spades. Since a satisfactory fit 
had been established and South 
had the equivalent of an opening 
bid, he went directly to game, 


West opened the queen of hearts. 
This was won in dummy and de- 
clarer forthwith set about to es- 
tablish the diamond suit. He 
cashed the ace and king and then 
ruffed a third round with dummy’s 
eight. East, however, overruffed 
with the 10 and returned a low 
heart to partner’s jack. West won 
and played a fourth round of dia- 
monds and East was able to over- 
ruff dummy again for the third 
defensive trick with a club trick 
still to be reaped by East. 


South should have recognized 
that he was subject to an over- 
ruff and on the third diamond 
i .tead of trumping, should have 
discarded dummy’s heart. West 
could then continue with the 
fourth diamond and permit East 
to overruff dummy. But East 
would be giving up his natural 
trump trick and declarer, by 
transferring one diamond ruff to 
the heart suit, would confine his 
losers to one diamond, one club, 
and one overruff.

Cystatic Fibrosis 
A Serious Disease 


Cystic fibrosis is a very serious 
and distressing disease which 


children born in this country. 
For some time it was thought to 


large gland lying behind the 
stomach, which secretes a sub- 
stance important in digestion. 


Actually it is a disease of the 
tiny glands of the body, glands 
which secrete mucus to lubricate 
and help in the body chemistry. 
The mucus secreted in children 
with this disease is not the clear, 
thin mucus it should be, but is so 
thick that it obstructs cells or 
‘ducts. Why this derangement oc- 
curs is not yet known. 


The cells chiefly involved are 


the digestive secretion from the 
pancrease. The chief danger from 
the disease lies in the complica- 


cause, when these lung cells are 
plugged with this thick mucus, 
air cannot get in and out. When 
the cells become useless, they 
also become fibrosed or hardened; 
hence the name fibrosis. 


Children in the first year of life 
who cough a lot and have very 
large appetites but fail to gain 
weight and who develop large 
abdemens and have large, bulky 
stools with undigested food in 
them should be suspected of hav- 
ing this disease. It ig considered 
to be the No. 2 cause of death in 
young, children in this country. 


The lung cells, when plugged 
with this thick mucus, make the 
*hild cough in an effort to get the 
mucus out. Also these cells are 
more. likely to become infected, 
and deaths from this disease 
occur usually from this compli- 
cation. Before the age of anti- 
biotics, children usually suc- 
cumbed. 


With the advent of the anti-

biotic agents te combat infection 
in the lungs, children are now 


against taking cold. 


Their nutrition is helped, in 
spite of the plugging of the ducts 
which bring the pancreatic secre- 
tion into the intestines, because 
extracts 6f animal pancreas can 
be used as a substitute for their 
own, 

Thus these children are kept 
alive into. adolescence and hope- 
fully into later life while the 
cause of this disease is being in- 
vestigated. As with all disease, 
when the cause is known, the cure 
is usually not far behind.
